WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 — The 
W ar 
Food 
Administration 
an­ 
nounced today it will make incen­ 
tive paym ents of $5 an acre to 
farm ers for the planting of flax­ 
seed up to the national goal of 
5,000,000 acres. 
The incentive payments are a 
part of a $30,000,000 flaxseed pro­ 
gram authorized in 
recent 
crop 
insurance legislation. Because of 
a shortage of oil crops. WEA has 
requested farm ers to increase flax­ 
seed acreage 64 percent over lust 
year. In addition to the planting 
payments, the agency has agreed 
to support the price of flaxseed 
under a loan program guarantee­ 
ing from $2.80 to $3 a bushel de­ 
pending on the locality. 
The national goal will be broken 
down into states, counties and in­ 
dividual farm goals in 19 states. 
Paym ents will not be made on any 
flaxseed acreage w’hich agricultur­ 
al adjustm ent agency county com­ 
m ittees determine is not adapted 
to the crop or wfhich is not "tended 
in a workm anlike manner.”

Gain At Ardennes 
American progress on the A r­ 
dennes sector of the western front 
w’as offset in part by German ad­ 
vances in Alsace, where a strong 
enemy attack on United States 
Seventh Army forces at Hatten. on 
the northern edge of the Hagenau 
forest, drove the Americana from 
most of the town. Strong German 
reinforcem ents were reported mov­ 
ing down from the Siegfried line 
to join the battle.

greas y increased demands for gas over prewar years. 
Less than 20 percent of the known natural gas supply of

Methods of Treatment 
For the man or woman w.;o has 
just had the first anginal attack 
the outlook looks a good deal black­ 
er than need be. I find in a recent 
treatise that there ire 68 methods 
of treatm ent of angina that have 
been used at a certain American 
hospital and nearly 30 per cent of 
all the patient* responded strik­ 
ingly to one or more of these forms 
of treatment. So much so that they 
have been going about their busi­ 
ness for years without any dis- 
comfort or disability. Nearly 40 
per cent did moderately well. mak­ 
ing seventy per cent of all such 
patients who are living out a pre t­ 
ty full schedule of activity and in 
enjoyment of their faculties and 
happiness of life. 
The fellow who after his first at­ 
tack of angina just decides to lie 
down and wait for death is really 
dying unnecessarily before his 
time. 
It is possible to judge whether 
a patient with angina is respond-

types of these. The general prin­ 
ciple is to measure the amount of 
work which will induce an attack 
of angina. The test must be con­ 
ducted under standard conditions 
For instance, the temperature of 
the room must be the same, and 
the test must be given at least an 
hour after meal time. The exer­ 
cise itself is not strenuous, con­ 
sisting, in most forms, of walking 
up and down a few steps. 
Those who show an increase in 
exercise tolerance under treatm ent 
of IOO per cent or rn* re usually 
have complete or almost complete
